If y o u are bald, and desire a new

The met hod of planting hair 
as explained by Dr. Szek ely Ferencz 
ls as follows; 
T he scalp 1« first carefu lly cleansed, 
and then ana e the tis e d with a solu ­ 
tion of novocaine. 
The ope r a t or u ses 
a nu m b e r of small hook s, m a d e 
of 
gold wire, and in the eyelet of eaeh 
hook a dou ble folded hair is inserted. 
T he hook 
is then pu shed 
into the 
scalp with the air of tt special needle, 
o f which from 300 to 400 are in re a d ­ 
iness, all pre pa r e d with hook 
and 
hair. 
When tho needle 
has 
been 
pu she d into the scalp it is t u r ne d at 
a right angle and then pu lled ou t. 
leaving the hair u nd e r the sk in fas­ 
te ned by the ou ts ta nd ing end of the 
hook . 
Thu s th<* little bit of gold acts 
a s an anchor to hold the end of the 
hair. 
As at one sitting not more than 
fr om 800 to 400 ha irs can b** empl&nt- 
ed, a fu ll head of hair requ ires fr om 
2.5 to 40 sittings, ass u m ing tha t from 
10,000 to 25,000 hairs will cover a 
head. 
If the ha irs aro som e w ha t long 
the n considerably 
fewer are neces­ 
sary, becau se in this case it is su ffi­ 
cient to Implant several hu ndred hairs 
a rou nd tho parting, and the s e 
long 
ha ir s are combed across the scalp so 
as to cover the bald su rface. 
After 
the sittings the r e ls very little reac­ 
tion on the scalp, and even tha t dis­ 
a ppe a rs after one, or, a t most, two 
days Of cou rse, every precau tion mu st 
be ta k en to e nsu re perfect cleanliness 
a nd antisepsis.
